RICHMOND, Sept. 9— The stale highway coan- 
nussinner sought ta reassure Northern Virginia law- 
maters today thai his retooled agency is resolving 
its r^sh-flow problems and can handle the road- 
bidming prajtds lhat cmild coane its way if voters 
approve a regional sales tai increase Nov. 5.
